. | Foreign Parts, having been Incorporated by a Rovyar 
| CHARTER under the Great Seal of England, dated 
June 16. 1701. and thereby empowered to Ask, Receive, and 
Diſpoſe of ſuch Monies as ſhall be contributed by charitable, 
devout and zealous Chriſtians, towards Carrying on ſo Great 
and Pious a Deſign, have already, by what hath been given by 
themſelves and others, not only laid the Foundation, but made 
conſiderable Progreſs in it: Having ſent, beſides Books and 
other things, ſeveral Miniſters of the Church of England into Her 
| Majeſty's Dominions and Colonies in the Weſt-Indies. 
| But underſtanding by Letters ſince come from thence, that 
5 there is great need of many more, to Inſtruct the Engliſh, and 
ſuch Indians as live among them, or near them, in the Principles 
of the Chriſtian Religion, to adminiſter the Word and Sacra- 
ments, and perform all ſuch Offices as are neceſſary to the Sup- 
port and Furtherance of the Goſpel in thoſe Parts, did, in a gene- 
ral Meeting of the ſaid Society, held January 15. 1702. agree, 
That all the Biſhops of the Realm, who are Members of che 
Society, ſhould be earneſtly deſired to recommend it to their Arch- | 
Deacons and their Officials, that publick Notice may be given 
in their next Archidiaconal Viſitations, that ſuch Clergymen as 
have a mind to be employed in this Apoſtolical Work, and can 
bring ſufficient Teſtimonials, according to the Form hereunto 
annexed, that they are duly qualified for it, may give in their 
Names to their reſpective Biſhops in whoſe Dioceſe they live, 
or to their Arch-Deacons, to be communicated by them to the 
Society, which will conſult with the Lord-Biſhop of London, in 
order to ſending. them to ſuch Places as have moſt need, and 
where they may therefore, by God's Aſſiſtance and Bleſſing, do 
moſt good. ; 3 
And if any ſhall be ſent to Places where there is not a ſuffi- 
cient Maintenance already ſettled, the SO CIE TM will take 
care, that they may have not only a competent Subſiſtence, 
but all the Encouragement that is due to thoſe who devote them- 
ſelves to the Service of Almighty God and our Saviour, by Pro- 
pagating and Promoting his Goſpel in the Truth and Purity of | | 
it, according to the Doctrine, Diſcipline, and Worſhip Eſtabliſhed ', 
in the Church of England.
